The board will have new officers for FY21.

Without a doubt, he has 
been one of ICC’s strongest supporters and 
cannot be thanked enough for a job well done.

WalletHub 


Itawamba Community 
College received two 
significant national rankings 
during the 2019-20 academic 
year. 

In August, in a study 
that surveyed hundreds of 
community colleges across the 
United States, ICC ranked 25 
in best community colleges 
by WalletHub. The 2019 5 s 
Best and Worst Community 
Colleges list reviewed 710 two- 
year institutions, which are part 
of the American Association 
of Community Colleges. 

WalletHub focused on 
community colleges because of 
their affordability. Community 
colleges were ranked according 
to three dimensions: cost and 
financing, education outcomes 
and career outcomes. ICC 
earned an overall score of 
63.09 out of 100 and ranked 
159 in cost and financing, 75 
in education outcomes and 
156 in career outcomes. 

In November, the Aspen 


Institute College Excellence 
Program named ICC as one of 
150 community colleges eligible 
to compete for the SI million 
Aspen Prize for Community 
College Excellence, the nation’s 
signature recognition of high 
achievement and performance 
among America’s community 
colleges. 

Based on strong and 
improving student outcomes 
category - 15 percent of 

community colleges nationwide 
were invited to apply for the 
Aspen Prize. 

“It is a tremendous honor 
for Itawamba Community 
College to be selected as one 
of the top 150 community 
colleges in the nation and the 
opportunity to compete for the 
significant Aspen Prize,” said 
ICC President Dr. Jay Allen. 
“It is another indication of 
the success of the College, its 
status as a premier community 
college and a testament to our 
exceptional faculty and staff.” 




MINORITY ACHIEVEMENT NETWORK FOR UPWARD PROGRESSION 


Itawamba Community College received a 
$40,000 grant from the Woodward Hines Education 
Foundation for a minority male success program in 
October. 

Entitled Minority Achievement Network for 
Upward Progression and implemented on the 
Fulton Campus, the program is playing a major 
role in equipping minority male students with 
skills necessary to achieve academic success while 
fostering leadership skills and promoting professional 
and personal development, according to Dr. Emily 
Tucker, recruitment coordinator and adviser. 

MAN UP uses a three-prong approach of 
academic support services, career development 
workshops and a mentoring program to improve 
academic performance, hone employment skills and 
promote positive values and healthy life decisions of 
minority males, Tucker said. 

Tucker and ICC Director of Admissions and 
Registrar Dr. Bobby Solomon saw the need for such 
an initiative and submitted the grant application. 

“We expect the program to be a model to 
contribute to higher academic success, retention, 
graduation rates and provide life skills for students 


beyond the college environment,” Tucker said. 

MAN UP has included homework assistance 
and tutoring services (two hours each week) and 
planned life skills education training and workshops/ 
mentoring sessions. Also included were an overview 
of financial aid opportunities available at ICC as 
well as sessions on financial management, drugs/ 
alcohol awareness and decision-making and problem 
solving. 

“Through the generosity of the Woodward 
Hines Foundation, the Minority Male Success 
program is making a meaningful difference in the 
lives of many students in our service area as well as 
the economy of our state by helping increase the 
number of graduates from Itawamba Community 
College,” said ICC President Dr. Jay Allen. 

The Woodward Hines Foundation is a 
nonprofit organization working to help Mississippi 
students plan and pay for college. It is committed 
to helping more Mississippians obtain postsecondary 
credentials, college certifications and degrees that 
lead to meaningful employment.

Students who are members of 
Itawamba Community College’s 
SkillsUSA chapter will benefit from 
a recent grant awarded by Ashley 
Furniture Industries, Inc. 

The $36,000 grant will be shared 
by five districts in Mississippi, seven in 
Wisconsin and two in North Carolina. 

The contribution will allow ICC to 
expand its offerings to students as well 
as increase involvement by decreasing 
out-of-pocket costs that may be 
incurred.

Ashley, which is one of the largest 
manufacturers of home furnishings in the 
world, has hosted onsite events for students 
to accept their chapter’s check and tour 
the advanced manufacturing facility 
to learn about the many career paths 
available at the company. In addition, 
the manufacturer was instrumental 
in the creation of ICC’s robotics 
and automation systems technology 
program, which is beginning this fall at 
the Belden Center.

HAWKEYE DONATION 


With this addition students 
will now be able to learn 
the fundamentals of metal 
forming and operating a press 
brake to expose them to a new 
area of technology. 
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Acquiring a new press brake for Hawkeye 
Industries, Inc. of Tupelo didn’t mean 
that there was no use for the old one. 

President and CEO Bryan Hawkins, who has been 
instrumentalintheNuts, Bolts &Thingamajigs Camp each 
summer for a number of years at the Belden Center, didn’t 
have to look further than that location to find it a new home. 

The new location is the Precision Machining and 
Advanced Manufacturing program at the Itawamba 
Community College Belden Center. The addition 
of this equipment will enable students to learn the 
fundamentals of metal forming and the operation of a 
press brake to expose them to a new area of technology. 

“The generosity of Bryan Hawkins and Hawkeye 
Industries in the gift of the press brake is significant 
since a part of the company’s history will live on at 
Itawamba Community College, and our students 
will benefit for many years to come,” said Barry 
Emison, dean of career and technical instruction. 

Hawkeye Industries is a contract sheet metal 
fabricator, using metal manufacturing technologies 
that include state-of-the-art laser cutting, punching, 
forming and welding. In 2018, the company 
reinvested into additional punching technology. 
ICC’s Precision Manufacturing and Machining 
Technology program prepares individuals for various- 
level positions in precision high-tech manufacturing. 
It includes instruction and practice in manufacturing 
techniques and processes, including standard conventional 
machining, Computer Numerical Control machining 
and Computer-Aided Design and Manufacturing. 
Also included are topics related to the fundamentals of 
manufacturing, such as blueprint reading, precision layout, 
maintenance and various calculations used in industry. 

The donation will bring real-world experience 
to an already state-of-the-art program, Emison said. 

Students in the PMMT program develop skill 
sets that are valued by manufacturers nationwide 
and validated by national accrediting agencies such 
as the National Institute for Metalworking Skills 
and the National Association of Manufacturers. 

The old press brake has for a long time been a 
part of Hawkeye Industries, which Hawkins started in 
October 1995. Today its legacy lives on at Itawamba 
Community College, and students in its PMMT program 
will benefit from Hawkins’ generosity and appreciate 
that investment, both now and in the coming years. 








WYATT LEAVES LEGACY 


The love of athletics at ICC had a 
significant impact on John Lacy Wyatt of 
Big Creek when he was enrolled in the early 
1960s, and legacy gifts from his estate will 
impact not only student-athletes but the 
lives of future students. Wyatt, who died 
on Feb. 14, 2019, left a portion of his estate 
to establish two endowments through the 
Itawamba Community College Foundation, 
the John Lacy Wyatt Endowment and the 
Wyatt Baseball Endowment. 

“He loved all sports,” recalled Wyatt’s 
estate executor Margaret Black of Calhoun 
City. “He was a great coach and encourager 
for all who had the privilege of benefiting 
from his expertise. He never let anything 
hold him back from helping young people. 
He loved us all, and we all loved him. He 
was a true inspiration!” 

Wyatt enrolled at ICC in 1960 and 
graduated in 1962. He went on to earn his 
bachelor’s degree in physical education from 
the University of Mississippi and his master’s 
degree in education from Mississippi State 
University. For more than 20 years, he 
taught physical education at Calhoun City 
as well as was an assistant coach for football 
and baseball for his beloved Wildcats. He 
retired in 1986. 

Shortly after, Calhoun City Schools 
honored Wyatt’s legacy by naming the 
baseball held after him, and in 2017, 
presented him the “Lifetime Wildcat” award. 
He never let physical challenges deter him 
from achieving his life goals. His hard work, 
dedication and perseverance will serve as an 
inspiration for years to come. 


According to his attorney Paul Moore, 
Wyatt never played sports. “He just always 
loved sports, especially baseball. Even 
though he had cerebral palsy, this did not 
keep him from completing his education at 
all levels. This was a great accomplishment 
for him with this handicap.” 

The John Lacy Wyatt Endowment will 
be used to support ICC’s general education 
needs, according to Michael Upton, 
director of advancement.

“I first met Janis as a nursing student in 1984,” 
said Dr. Mary Ann Fleming-Parker, one of Howell’s 
faculty colleagues. “Janis was an excellent nurse and 
nurse educator. Her experience and knowledge has 
positively impacted so many nurses in our area, myself 
included. Janis was not an easy instructor. She held 
students that she took to clinical to a high standard,

impacted by COVID-19. 

The grant, which was presented to the Mississipp 
Community College Foundation, was made available 
to all 15 state two-year institutions. According to the 
guidelines, money could be used to help students with 
the costs associated with in-home internet access, 
fuel cards, credential fee stipends, to establish tablet 
or computer loan programs or other costs that could 
prove to be a barrier to college completion. 

Following the announcement, ICC President Dr. 
Jay Allen said he planned to use the money to ease the 
transition to online instruction for students. 

“While we know this transition has caused 
hardships on a number of our outstanding students, 
we are appreciative to the Woodward Hines 
Education Foundation for believing in our mission 
and the communities we continue to serve,” Allen 
said. “These funds will assist our students to move 
their educational efforts forward.” 

The $20,000 allotted to ICC was used to establish 


a Student Relief Fundjjwhich was administered by 
the ICC Foundation, Inc., and students applied for 
support through an online application system and 
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submitted documentation to support their 
need. A college-wide committee reviewed 
applications and made award determinations. 
ICC students have utilized the additional 
resources to assist with internet access; 
technology equipment; sudden loss of 
housing; utilities; emergency medical/dental 
costs; loss of essential items due to theft, fire, 
natural disaster; safety needs and emergency 
automotive repairs. 

Immediately after funds were received, 
Allen shared information regarding the grant 
opportunity in an email to ICC students who 
were enrolled during the spring semester. 
“In response to the significant changes 
that have had real logistical and financial 
implications for a number of our students, 
Itawamba Community College and the ICC 
Foundation, Inc. have established a Student 
Relief Fund through the generosity of a 
grant from the Woodward Hines Education 
Foundation. These funds will help students 
by granting approved financial assistance for 
unforeseen expenses that might keep them 


from continuing their education or simply 
completing their academic progress.” 

According to ICC Director of 
Advancement Michael Upton, funds are still 
available. “We anticipate being able to help 
more students in the fall semester with needs 
that may arise.” 

Students are eligible for only one ICC 
Student Relief award in a 12-month period 
and for a maximum of two awards during 
their enrollment at ICC. In order to receive 
grant funds, students must have successfully 
completed at least 12 credit hours at ICC, 
enrolled in at least six credit hours for the 
semester in which the student is requesting 
funds, have at least a 2.0 grade point average 
and currendy attending and participating in 
all classes. 

Allen and ICC Chief of Staff and Special 
Assistant to the President Tyler Camp were 
instrumental in securing the Woodward 
Hines Education Foundation grant.

Fall semester done. Check. Spring 
semester begins. Check. Spring break. 
Check. And then, Coronavirus, and 
the world turned upside down. 

When students and faculty left for 
Spring Break, they didn’t know that 
it could be the last time they were at 
any ICC location for the foreseeable 
future. 

The widespread outbreak of 
COVID-19 quickly led to self¬ 
quarantine and executive orders to 
shelter-in-place. 

What it meant to ICC 
administrators, faculty and students 
was a rapid transition to online 
learning in all classes. 

As the situation evolved over the 
weeks, commencement waspostponed, 
students picked up their diplomas 
in a drive-thru situation, summer 
classes were online in June and several 
summer camps were either cancelled 
or postponed until July. Offices 
were gradually allowed to open on 
Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays as 
long as social distancing was practiced. 
The doors to all buildings were locked, 
and business was transacted by phone 
and teleconferencing. Since that time, 
operating hours have changed to 


8 a.m.-4:30 p.m., Monday through 
Friday, with reduced or no contact 
and the practice of social distancing. 
An online class schedule evolved into 
face-to-face classes or a hybrid option 
for summer school in July. 

Member^%.pf the administrative 
staff, particularly the Cabinet, met 
regularly as decisions had to be made 
regarding operation of the College as 
well as how activities and events would 
be conducted. 

“The decisions that are being made 
are tough and may not be ideal,” 
said ICC President Dr. Jay Allen, 
“but we continue to make the safety 
of our students, employees and our 
communities a priority.” 

Subsequently, plans to work were 
revised as the pandemic evolved, 
and the College released a scheduled 
reopening date of( )Aug. 17, the 
culmination of extensive work and 
effort by faculty, staff and students who 
assisted the 21-member Reopening 
Task Force, which was charged with 
the responsibility to submit a viable 
proposal. 

Fall semester opening as normally 
as possible. Soon we can possibly add 
“check” after that item.
